U.S. FLIERS CAPTURED

Plane They Were Forced to 
Land With, However, Is 
Retained. 


San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 29 (A.P.).—

Walkout Called When Two Operators Are Cut Off, Then | 
Owners Retaliate—Wage Controversy Solution 
No Nearer in Baltimore. 


Chicago, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—Chicago 
was virtually without movies tonight 
when more than 350 theaters closed 
their doors as a result of a controversy 
between the exhibitors and moving- 
picture machine operators. The thea- 
ter managers resorted to a lockout of 
projection machine operators after the 
operators’ union had ordered projection 
operators in Orepheum Circuit vaude- 
ville theaters to walk out following a 
controversy with the management of 
one of these theaters. 

The lockout, affecting about 90 per 
cent of Chicago’s movie houses, left 
the second largest American city virtu- 
ally without theater attractions of any 
sort, as only a few legitimate stage at- 
tractions are being shown here at pres- 
ent. Vaudeville houses which also 
showed movies were closed along with 
the rest. 

The trouble started when the Bel- 
mont Theater, an Orpheum Circuit 
vaudeville house which also shows 
movies, attempted to cut off two opera- 
tors. The Moving’ Picture Operators 
Union ordered operators in all Or- 
pheum Circuit theaters to walk out 
during the afternoon and the exhibitors 
retaliated with a lockout of operators 
in all theaters belonging to the or- 
ganization, effective at 6 o'clock to- 
night.

AROUSING OF PUBLIC 
OPINION IS HIS GOAL 


Success Was Possible at the 
Recent Geneva Parley, 
Viscount Asserts. 


London, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—Viscount 
| Sacre resignation of his cabinet post, 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
was announced definitely tonight. It 
wil] take effect immediately although 
the chancellor will carry on until his 
successor is appointed. 

His resignation means that. Lord 
Cecil will not go to Geneva for. the 
coming meeting of the League of Na- 
tions assembly. Who will take his place 
is not yet known. 

Explaining his step tonight Lord 
Cecil said “The reasons for my action 
are to be found in the general history 
of the disarmament question, culmi- 
nating in the failure of the Geneva 
conference. I feel. I shall be able to 
do better work in the cause of dis- 
armament outside the cabinet than in; 
therefore, I shall not go to Geneva as 
a British delegate.” 

“It is, of course, possible that I may 
go to Geneva in the future as the rep- 
resentative of Great Britain without 
being a member of the government, but 
of that I can not speak.” 


Held Success Possible. 


Then alluding to the failure of the 
tripartite conference, he added: 

| “I think success might have been 
achieved without any sacrifice of 
British interests. I was out o 
sympathy with’ the instructions I re- 
ceived.” .

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~ GIRLS CHARGE STIR 
> COURT TO CRITICISM 
OF WOMEN'S BUREA 


Judge Macdonald, on Bench, 
Declares That Wrongs 
Can Not Be Undone. 


MISTREATMENT CHARGED 
BY MRS. LETITIA WILCOX 


Detectives at Headquarters 
Put Her Through “Third 
Degree” She Testifies. 


Judge George H. Macdonald rebuked 
the Women’s Bureau of the Police De- 
partment in Police Court yesterday for 
alleged mistreatment of Mrs. Letitia 
Wilcox, 19 years old, an attractive ar- 
tists’ model, and liberated the young 
woman on her personal recognizance to 
appear in court September 8 for a hear- 
ing on a charge of vagrancy 

Mrs. Wilcox also charged central office 
detectives with brutal handling. On 
more than one occasion, she declared, 
she was brought from the House of De- 
tention to police headquarters and put 
through the “third degree.” Her arms 
and legs were twisted and bruised by 
burly detectives, she asserted. 

Her attorney, Frank J. Kelly, late yes- 
terday reported the complaints to Dis- 
trict Attorney Peyton Gordon and re- 
quested a grand jury investigation. Maj. 
Gordon assured Mr. Kelly that the 
charges would be investigated. The at- 
torney declared that although Edward 
J. Kelly, central office detective, was 
the complaining officer in the case, he 
was blameless of any ill treatment of 
his prisoner. Mrs. Wilcox assured her 
attorney that she could identify the 
four detectives who abused her. 


Attorney Attacks Bureau. 


In his request to Judge Macdonald 
to free Mrs. Wilcox from the District 
Jail, where she had been committed 
pending the vagrancy accusation, Mr. 
Kelly declared: 

“The practices of the Women’s Bu- 
reau are outrageous. Because the girl 
refused to talk of her husband's charge, 
of which she knows nothing, she was 
detained incommunicado for investiga- 
tion. Then the ridiculous charge of 
vagrancy is placed against her, although 
it is known that she is a member of 
a theatrical troupe. I ask that the 
court undo the wrongs committed by 
the policewomen by releasing her on 
her personal bonds until the trial.” 

“We can never undo the wrongs 
done by the Women’s Bureau,” Judge 
Macdonald declared in open court. His 
stern remark sent an unexpected thrill 
through the courtroom, but his rebuke 
ended there. 

Mrs. Wilcox was a member of the 
“Artists and Models” theatrical troupe 
and was taken into custody two weeks 
ago. Her arrest followed in the wake 
of the round-up of a band of alleged 
safe cracksmen. Her husband Gregory 
Wilcox, alias Francis Wilson, is in jail 
awaiting trial in the safe-breaking 
case. 

Mrs. Wilcox declared that she stead- 
fastly refused to answer questions of 
the detectives and said that she was 
bruised and roughly treated by the 
men when. they attempted to photo- 
graph and finger-print her. It is known 
that the police were unable to photo- 
graph or finger print the young 
woman. 

Mrs. Mina Van Winkle, in charge of 
the Women’s Bureau, denied that the 
girl showed any bruises or marks of 
abuss and stated that whenever she 
was questioned by detectives a police 
matron was in attendance to see that 
she was not abused. Mrs. Van Winkle 
also said that Mrs. Wilcox was permit- 
ted to see friends. She pointed out that 
Mrs. Wilcox was held at the House of 
Detention for the Detective Bureau, and 
was not a Women’s Bureau prisoner.

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SENATE OPPOSITION | 
RINGS DEATH KNELL 
F ANTIWAR TREATY 


Briand Pact Not Taken Up for 
Fear of Offending French 
sensitiveness. 


BORAH IS NUMBERED 
AMONG OPPONENTS 


Proposal Looked Upon as a 
Smoke Screen to Cover Up 
Situation on Debt. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Unqualified opposition of members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. as well as other considerations, 
have nipped in the bud any serious 
consideration of the Franco-American 


security pact, or treaty to outlaw war, 
which has been proposed by Briand. 
This pact is en route for the diplomatic 
scrap heap even before the two gov- 
ernments have begun to enter into dis- 
cussion of it. 

Officials of the State Department yes- 
terday explained the reasons for the 
delay in taking the matter up and, 
naturally, precautions were taken to 
safeguard French sensitiveness and to 
avoid anything that might be in the 
least offensive to the government of 
France. But, even with these extreme 
precautions, it was evident that the 
pact is not being taken very seriously 
and that the American Government’s 
only concern is the best way to shelve 
it without appearing to be brusque in 
its method. 

It was pointed out, for example, that 
Secretary of State Kellogg has not had 
time to discuss this matter with any 
repreesentative of the French Govern- 
ment. The French Ambassador is not 
in Washington, and the American Am- 
bassador tO France has been confined 
to his home by illness. At some futule 
date, perhaps, when the French Ambas- 
sador happens to meet Kellogg, or when 
American Ambassador Herrick happens 
to be in Paris, a discussion of the treaty 
may begin. 

Brought Over By Herrick. 


Herrick brought the Briand suggested 
text for the treaty to outlaw war with 
him when he came back weeks ago on 
leave. Kellogg received the text but 
was too busy to discuss the matter 
seriously. After a lapse of a month or 
more the same situation prevailed. 

It was later learned on the authority 
of one member of the Senate foreign 
relations committee that Secretary 
Kellogg had discussed the. proposed 
treaty with him. Other merbers of 
the committee meanwhile learned the 
nature of the Briand text. The reac- 
tion of these senators was pronouncedly 
unfavorable. Even Senator Borah, 
chairman of the committee, who has 
been a stanch advocate of outlawing 
war between nations, failed to take the 
Briand bait and has been unreservedly 
hostile to the proposition. 

Opposition of the senators was in part 
due to the fact that the French debt 
question obviously was-an impediment 
to ratification of any new treaty with 
France. President Coolidge is under- 
stood to have regarded ‘he Briand 
treaty as a “smoke screen” to cover up 
the unsatisfactory relationship existing 
between the United States and France 
over the debt question. The President 
made his views known to certain sena- 
tors and found that they heartily 
agreed with him. From Kellogg’s point 
of view the important question was 
how to get rid of the pact with the 
least diplomatic embarrassment. So 
far as known the Secretary also shared 
the views of President Coolidge with 
respect to the pact. 


Proposes Outlawing War. 


The Briand text is short and vir- 
tually proposes that the United States 
enter into a treaty with France to out- 
law war. It is regarded as doubtful if 
any such pact could be entered into 
under the Constitution of the United 
States. The question would arise as to 
whether the treaty-making branch of 
the Government could take away a 
power given to the Congress of the 
United States—namely the power to de- 
clare war. On this there is a diversity 
of opinion among the authorities but, 
in any event, there is no prospect that 
the matter will be brought to a test in 
connection with the Briand proposal. 

A translation of the full text of the 
important paragraph in Briand’s state- 
ment of April 6 last, upon which he 
based his suggested treaty has reached 
here. It is as follows: 

“For those whose lives are devoted 
to securing this living reality of a 
policy of peace, the’ United States and 
France already appear before the world 
as morally in full agreement. If there 
were need for those two great democ- 
racies to give high testimony to their 
desire for peace and to furnish to other 
peoples an example more solemn, Still 
France would be willing to subscribe 
publicly with the United States to any 
mutual engagement tending to outlaw 
war, to use’ an American expression, as 
between these two countries. The re- 


nunciation of war as an instrument of. 


national policy is a conception already 
familiar to the signatories to the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations and of 
the treaties of Locarno,”

Senator, at Rapid City, Re- 
ports Little Sentiment for 
Gov. Lowden. 


WANTS SENATE CALLED 
FOR ELECTION CASES 


Engineers to Urge Scientific 
Study of Farming on Cool- 
idge, Due Here Sept. 12.

Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 29.—Wash- 
ington State inclines toward Hoover at 
the present time, according to Senator 
Wesley C. Jones, of that State, as- 
sistant Senate Republican whip, who 
arrived here today to see the President. 
The senator brought a delegation from 
his State to seek the Presdient’s sup- 
port of a project to develop the Colum- 
bia River. 

Lowden sentiment is at a low ebb, 
the senator said, notwithstanding that 
Washington was considered a McNary- 
Haugen State at the last session. Both 
Washington senators voted for the farm 
relief bill as did also all the State’s 
representatives in the House except 
one. But, according to Senator Jones, 
a bountiful wheat crop has come and 
dissipated elements that might materi- 
ally aid the Lowden boom. 

He does not share the belief of ‘Sena- 
tor Fess, of Ohio, that President Cool- 
idge will be drafted in 1928. The people 
of Washington were greatly disap- 
pointed, generally speaking, at the 
President’s announcement but they 
believe he meant what he said and do 
not consider him in the 1928 political 
scheme of things. 


Donahey Best for Democrats. 


The senator has not been in close 
touch with Democratic politics in his 
State of late. Some months ago. 
though, the thought was to try to cap- 
ture the State for Smith. He doubts 
this can be done because Washington 
is preponderantly dry, embracing Re- 
publicans and Democrats. 

Analyzing the Democratic situation, 
he expressed the belief that sooner or 
later the minority party leaders will 
turn to Gov. Vic Donahey of Ohio as 
the most available candidate. He does 
not believe the Democrats will choose 
a wet to carry.their standard. The 
senator is a staunch prohibitionist and 
his views are taken in this light. 

When told that Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souril, has considerable support in this 
section of the West he was surprised. 
At that he does not believe the Mis- 
souri senator has a chance, not even so 
far as the nomination is concerned. 

Incidentally, Senator Jones will urge 
President Coolidge to call an extra ses- 
sion of the Senate to clean up the 
pending election cases. He sees no 
need for an extra session of the House. 
Flood control, he said, can be disposed 
of at the regular session and some form 
of flood relief will be passed at the out- 
set. 

The Senate, however, should settle 
the election cases, in his opinion, so 
that it will not be tied up with them 
at the regular session. 


Sees President Today. 


Senator Jones and his delegation did 
not arrive until late this afternoon. 


*They plan to see the President tomor- 


row. 

A delegation from the American So- 
ciety of Agricultural Engineers will also 
call on the President to tell him what 
the farmer’ needs.

braska, and Fred H. Wirt, of the J. 1. 
Case Treshing Machine Co. This farm 
relief expedition claims the support cl 
the American Bankers Association and 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The main recommendation it has to 
urge upon the President is a “scien- 
tific study” of the problem. The farmer 
should be taught how to farm rather 
than the Government give him as 
sistance, according to this delegatio:. 
A comparative few of the farmers know 
how to farm. That is what is wrong, 
it is declared, and relief can come only 
through the elimination of the farmer 
who does not know how to farm and his 
replacement by those who do. At qny 
rate the President plans to receive them. 

It was made known definitely that 
the President will leave here-the night 
of September 9, stop the next day at 
Brookings, S. Dak., to dedicate a li- 
brary, and arrive in Washington Sunday 
night, September 12.

Peking, Aug. 29.— Virgil Playmire, 
American Assembly of God missionary; 
Mr. Watkinson, of the British China 
inland mission, and Dr. Filchner, Ger- 
man scientist, are believed to have been 
murdered. by Lama tribesmen on the 
Tibetan border of Szchewan province in 
July. They were engaged in extreme 
western Kansu province when the lega- 
tions in May ordered the foreign evacu- 
ation. Being so far inland, they de- 
cided, owing to the danger of an east- 
ward journey, to attempt to escape 
across Tibet to India. 

British political agents in the Indian 
state of Sikkin today telegraphed the 
Peking Legation there that three or 
four foreigners were murdered in 
Chinese territory by Tibetan religious 
fanatics. The men named were the 
only foreigners in that region.

MASONIC CONCRETE ROCF 
TO BE COMPLETED TODAY 


dria Will Be Largest of 
Its Kind in World. 


The work of pouring the concrete 
for the huge roof slab of the George 
Washington Masonic National Me- 
morial Temple, in course of construc- 


tion on Shooters xiill, near Alexandria, 
which was started Wednesday, was 


according to the Cranford Construction 
Co., contractors for the building. The 
slab, which forms the certtral portion 
of the memorial hall of the temple, is 
the largest single slab of concrete 
roofing in the world. 

The dimensions of the roofing slab 


110 feet long, resting on beams 72 feet 
long by 14 feet 6 inches deep and vary- 
ing in thickness from 1 to 5 feet. 
girder contains 7'4 tons of steel rein- 


girders being 98 tons. 
beams is broken by eight granite col- 
umns, each 40 feet high and weighing 
68 tons. The concrete piers at each 
corner are 9 feet square, and the span- 
dral beams resting upon these piers 
are 6 feet 4 inches at the top and 24 
feet deep. 

The material in the roofing slab con- 
sists of a total of 71 tons of reinforc- 
ing steel rods and 953 cubic yards of 
concrete, and if this material, includ- 
ing the girders, were spread over the 
entire roof in equal proportions, 
would form a slab 3 feet thick. 

The memorial temple contains con- 
struction features which make it 
unique. The architects, Helmle & Cor- 
bett, before deciding upon the material 
and the construction methods, made 
careful studies of stone structures in 
the Old World, and the work has been 
planned and executed with a view to 
obtaining, so far as humanly possible, 
absolute permanency. With this end 
in view, work on the temple is sus- 
pended each winter during the severe 
weather, and is only carried on when 
weather conditions are most favorable.

Varner. “Any possible search would 
therefore have only a meager chance Of 
finding such position. 


Attempt Held Futile. 


“In view of this and the further 
strong probability that the plane would 
then not be afloat the department 
therefore considers with regret that to 
attempt a search at sea under the con- 
ditions would be futile. There is, of 
course, the possibility that Redfern has 
a forced landing on one of the small 
islands on his route or on the north- 
ern coast of South America.”

OFFICER’S INDICTMENT 


“Handsome Dan” Graham, of 
New York Force, Seized 
After a Party. 


New York, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—A black 
ribbon bow, torn from a straw hat by 
a revolver shot, was the strong knot 
in the accusing evidence woven around 
Patrolman “Handsome Dan” Graham, 
whom the grand jury was asked today 
to indict for first degree murder for 
the killing of Judson H. Pratt, and 
the theft of a $4,700 pay roll. 

Graham, 25’years old and 6 feet 3 
inches in heighth, was arrested early 
yesterday, little more than twelve hours 
after Pratt’s body, with a bullet hole 
in the head, was found slumped over 
the wheel of his automobile in Mosholu 
Parkway tunnel, 10 miles away from 
where Pratt had intended to pay off 
workmen for the J. E. Rhoades Co. 

A black bow from the hatband of 
Pratt’s straw hat had fixed the location 
of the killing in front of 412 East Fifty- 
second street. Two children had iden- 
tified photographs of Graham as the 
policeman they had seen shove Pratt 
from the steering wheel and drive away. 
A woman who had heard a shot and 
who said she had seen Pratt and 
Graham together in the car, added to 
the suspicions of the police. 


Police Examined District. 


After receiving a telephone call from 
this woman, whose name was not re- 
vealed, police examined the East Fifty- 
second district, and found the black 
bow in front of No. 412. It fitted the 
dead man’s hat band and even the 
broken threads matched, police said. 
When detectives started their hunt for 
Pratt’s killer, there had been no 
thought of linking Graham with the 
crime, they said. 


Known as “Handsome Dan.” 


Graham, known as “Handsome Dan,” 
was indicted for murder in the first 
degree today. a little more than 48 
hours after Pratt was found shot. 

Graham generally was assigned to 
guard vhe paymaster, but last Monday 
reported off duty as sick and on Sat- 
urday another patrolman was assigned 
to the task. Police, however, said 
Graham appeared a few minutes before 
the trip and took the substitute’s 
place. 

Graham was arrested at the door of 
his home last night as he stepped from 
a flashy sport roaidster he had bought 
for $1,650 the day before. Police said 
he still was reeling from the effects of 
liquor consumed at his Coney Island 
“party,” at which he is said to have 
distributed $20 bills to the entertainers.

national tour. 

Miss Vanzetti was resting in seclu- 
sion today in Plymouth, near her 
brother’s former home, where she was 
taken yesterday in a state of utter col- 
lapse following the ordeal of the fu- 
neral procession through Boston and 
the cremation of her brother’s body at 
Forest Hills Cemetery. Until she has 
fully recovered a date for the division of 
the ashes and her departure for her 
homeland will not be decided. 


Ashes Held in a Safe. 


Meanwhile vari~us conflicting rumors 
as to the location of the ashes were set 
at rest tonight by Joseph Langone, the 
undertaker, who said that they reposed 
in two copper urns in the safe of his 
office and they would remain there 
until Miss Vanzetti and Mrs. Sacco are 
ready to claim them. 

He branded as “idiotic” rumors that 
he was holding them as security until 
his bill of $700 for the funeral expenses 
was paid. Gardner Jackson, chairman 
of the defense committee, twice today 
offered full payment of the bill, but 
the undertaker declined, saying he “was 
in no hurry,” and that he preferred to 
hold the ashes for the relatives or until 
he was specifically ordered to release 
them, either by Miss Vanzetti or Mrs. 
Sacco. 

Miss Mary Donovan, secretary of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti defense committee, was 
sentenced today to a year’s imprison- 
ment and fined $10 on charges growing 
Out of her attempt te show a placard, 
allegec to be quoting Judge Wet-ter 
Thayer, on the first evening that the 
bodies lay in state in Boston. 

She was found guilty of attempting 
to incite to riot and of distributing an- 
archistic literature by Judge Bennett 
in municipal court and sentenced to 
Six months on each charge.

Police Halt New York March. 


New York, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—A long 
Wait, with bared heads, in the Grand 
Central terminal proved vain late to- 
day for several hundr-d men and wom- 
en ‘who gathered to act as an escort and 
reception group for the ashes of the 
two Boston radicals, Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolcmeo Vanzetti. 

Due to arrive, according to word com- 
ing from the Sacco-Vanzetti emergency 
committee, at 5:15 m., the ashes 
failed to appear, and the sympathizers 
with the two executed men milled about 
the terminal concourse for several min- 
utes, beseeching guards, p.rters and po- 
lice for information. 

Another ard larger group of sympa- 
thizers gathered in Union Square, 
where at 5:30 Charles H. Pickens in- 
formed the crowd that legal complica- 
tions in “oston had prevented the ar- 
rival of the ashes of the two radicals. 

An hour after the station group had 
left for the Union Square meeting a 
commotion occurf€d near the freicht 
entrance to the Grand Central. A ship- 
ment of death masks of the two radi- 
cals was met by a crowd, including pho- 
tographers with flashlights. At the ex- 
position of the flashes many ran and 
the district was momentar'ly thrown 
into confusion. : 


Ovation for Mrs. Sacco. 


On arrival of the Boston group at 
Union Square, Mrs. Sacco, widow of 
Nicola Sacco, was given an ovation. 
About 10,000 persons were packed 
around the stand on which a wooden 
model of a proposed granite marble 
memorial to Sacco and Vanzetti lifted 
the clenched hand symbolical of labor: 
A legend on the model described the 
radicals as “martyred by American plu- 
tocracy.” 

At the close of the meeting a man 
stepped from the crowd and, unfurling 
a red flag in hand, started to head a 
procession toward the Stuyvesant Ca- 
sino, seven blocks away, where the 
death masks were to be displayed. 
When police saw that the exodus from 
the square was assuming the order of a 
procession, for which there was no per- 
mit, they rode into the crowd, dispers- 
ing it into side streets. The leader's 
red flag was snatched from his hands 
and he was hurried away in a patrol 
wagon.

LORD CECIL RESIGNS 
OVER NAVAL POLICY

difficulty is much more serious, Lord 
Cecil says: 

“T can not conceal from myself that 
on the broad policy of disarmament 
the majority of the cabinet and I are 
not really agreed. I believe that general 
reduction and limitation of armaments 
are essential to the world’s peace, and 
on that peace depends not only the 
existence of the British empire, but 
even that of European civilization 
itself.” 

Contending that this can be obtained 
only by international agreement, he 
declares that the government’s chief 
energies ought to be concentrated on 
attaining such agreement. 

“TI don’t say that agreement should 
be bought at any price,” he adds, “but 
I do say that it is of greater value 
than any other political object.” 


Sees Parliament Acting. 


Alluding to the preparatory commis- 
sion for the reduction of armaments, 
Lord Cecil asserts that h was compel- 
led repeatedly by his instructions to 
maintain propositions in the commis- 
sion which were difficult to reconcile 
with any serious desire for the success 
of its labors. He went into the tri- 
partite conference in the belief that 
an agreement would be reached, and 
he expressed the belief that the failure 
of that conference will be probed when 
parliament meets. 

“It is enough now to say that I 
found myself out of sympathy with 
the instructions I receivd,” he con- 
tinues, “and I believe that an agree- 
ment might have been reached on 
terms which would have sacrificed no 
essential British interests.” 

Lord Cecil then asks: “What of the 
future?” and adds: 

“T look back on the refusal to ac- 
cept a treaty of mutual assistance, the 
unconditional rejection of the proto- 
col, the ministerial declaration against 
compulsory arbitration, partial failure 
of the preparatory commission, and 
now the breakdown of the three-power 
conference.

A reader of in Pennsylvania is 
, and asks this 
qué@stion: 

Did we elect a senator to succeed George 
Pepper or did we not? If we did, we want 
him seated. If we didn’t elect Vare we 
elected Wilson. We understand that the 
senate will be unable to decide who was 
elected, because the ballots are to be 
destroyed, and so neither Vare nor Wilson 
will be seated. Can the Senate deprive 
Pennsylvania of a senator? 

Persons outside of Pennsylvania are puzzled 
by the Wilson-Vare case, too. The confusion 
be the attempt in the 
Senate to do two things—to exclude Mr. Vare 
because he spent too much money in the pri- 
maries, but also to count the ballots and seat 
Vare or Wilson, as the voters may have de- 
cided. has charge of 
_the first proposition, and another has charge 
of the second. 

If Mr. Vare should be excluded because he 
spent too much money, what will become of 
the Wilson-Vare contest? Mr. Wilson claims 
that he was elected, and no doubt he would 
strenuously object to action that would re- 
quire a special election to fill the vacancy 
caused by Vare’s exclusion. gut if the Senate 
should gain possession of all the ballots and 
find that Mr. Vare had been elected, it would 
be placing itself in the ridiculous light of de- 
claring a man entitled to a seat from which he 
had just been deprived. 

The course uniformly followed in the Senate 
has been to seat a man bearing proper cre- 
dentials, and then to pass upon the contest 
if his seat is contested. In Mr. Vare’s case 
it is proposed by some senators to exclude him, 
first of all, whether he was elected or not. 
The reason for the proposed exclusion—the 
excessive use of money in elections—may be 
justified by some senators on moral grounds, 
especially if the victim is of opposite political 
faith, but it has no basis in law. Neither the 
Federal nor the Pennsylvania statutes contain 
any penalty for the ‘‘excessive’”’ use of money in 
electioneering. No one knows’ what 
cessive’? means. It a political word, 
parently, which applies only to the enemy. 

The credentials held by Mr. Vare are issued 
as the result of an election in which he was 
found to be victorious. The people of his 
State knew all about the charges of excessive 
expenditures in the primary. If they elected 
him, as the returns show, he is entitled to his 
seat. The Senate has the right to decide 
whether the returns are correct or not. But 
it has no right under the Constitution to add 
to the list of qualifications of a senator. It 
can not constitutionally require that no man 
shall be accepted as a senator if he has spent 
excessive sums of money in electioneering. 

The attempt on the part of some senators 
to perform an unconstitutional act seems to 
be at the bottom of the confusion that sur- 
rounds the Wilson-Vare case.

DEFECTIVE AUTOMOBILES, 

Between July 18 and August 6, a campaign 
was carried on in New York State in which 
free inspection and adjustment of the mechani- 
cal equipment of automobiles was made avail- 
able at garages and service stations. About 
half of the automobile owners responded, and 
of the motor cars examined 39 per cent were 
found to be defective in one particular or 


another. Nearly 30 per cent of the defective 
cars required brake adjustment, and on 8 per 
cent the brakes had to be relined. Nearly 
half of the defective vehicles stood in need 
of headlight adjustment, 6 per cent had in- 
effective horns, and 10 per cent had faulty 
steering equipment. In many cases officials 
in charge of the campaign feel that repairs 
were made just in time to avoid accidents 
and in practically every case owners of the 
vehicles were unaware of their need_of ad- 
justment. 

Accidents usually are blamed upon the other 
fellow or upon bad highway conditions. Rare- 
ly is the individual to be found who will ad- 
mit his own negligence or blame. Yet of the 
cars examined in New York State—and it 
should be remembered that individuals who 
would be inclined to submit to such an ex- 
_ amination would be those whose sense of re- 
_ sponsibility was above the average—nearly 
.40 per cent were found to be faulty. Had all

Other 
organizations and individuals have.taken it 
up, however, so that with the entry of the auto- 
motive engineers in the field there now are two 
groups studying and attempting to formulate 
model codes having to do in one case with the 
operation of all vehicles on the road, and in 
the other with the structural and safety re- 
quirements of buses and trucks, and with cer- 
tain phases of their operation. 

Progress will be more certain if the groups 
combine, and if from study by the combineg or- 
ganization a model motor vehicle code govern- 
ing all angles of automotive transport can 
be evolved. Too many cooks spoil the broth, 
and if a number of organizations and in- 
dividuals present model motor codes of their 
own design to coming State legislatures, con- 
fusion will be so great that none will have the 
slightest chance of adoption. 


REVENUE FROM SMOKE. 


Total internal revenue receipts for the year 
ended last June 30, just made public, exceeded 


those of the previous year by 1 percent. Taxes 


collected from cabarets, theaters and concerts 
decreased, partially, at least, because of the in- 
crease of the exemption price on admissions 


from 50 to .75 cents. Automobile sales tax 


collections also decreased, as was anticipated 
following the reduction in rate granted by the 


1926 revenue Iwa. Principal increases were 


noted in the tobacco tax, and the Treasury 


report attributed this to the great increase in 
the manufacture of cigarettes. 

Who consumed this greatly increased cigar- 
ette output? There was, of course, some in- 
crease in the masculine population during the 
period, although it would be hardly great 
enough to account for the increase in cigar- 
ette tax revenues. Unquestionably the ladies 
smoked them; and the increase is but another 
proof for those who have suspected that the 
lady who does not make use of the weed is 41s 
much of an exception today as her sister of 
yesterday who did. To many the information 
will constitute another shocking commentary 
on the decadence of the times. Treasury of- 
ficials, however, will not fall in this category. 
“The ladies; God bless them,” those who have 
charge of Uncle Sam’s pocketbook, undoubt- 
edly will say, “let them smoke their heads off, 
piling up thereby, indirectly, additional funds 
to make the wheels of government go ’round.” 


MYSTERY OF MAPLE SIRUP. 


The disposition on the part of the public to 
criticize the growth of “‘bureaucracy’” and the 
phenomenal fecundity of the bureau genus is 
shown to be unfair to at least one of the nu- 
merous “‘independent’” bureaus which are do- 
ing so much to reducé the Treasury surplus. 

The Tariff Commission is one branch of the 
Federal service that is deliberative, if it has 
no other virtue. The commission never 
reaches a decision without first ascertaining 
every possible fact in connection with the sub- 
ject of its inquiries. As an instance, it is only 
necessary to refer to the care which the sub- 
ject of the duty 'on maple sirup and maple 
sugar is receiving. 

Ever since September 19, 1924, which is 
only three weeks under three years, the Tariff 
;Commission has wrestled with the question as 
to whether or not the President should be 
urged to change the rate of duty exacted when 
maple sugar or maple sirup is imported across 
the border from Canada. After three years of 
deep study into the various phases of manu- 
facturing costs, which run all the way from 
the estimated value of each tree from which 
sap is drawn to the estimated value of dead 
limbs gathered for fuel with which the sap is 
converted into sirup through evaporation, the 
commission announces the receipt of a brief 
filed in behalf of about everybody interested 
in sirup making on this side of the Canadian 
border, including a whole lot of ‘‘farm bureau”’ 
organizations. — j 

This brief may enable the commission to 
determine within the next decade whether, as 
demanded, the duty on sirup “should not be 
-reduced and the duty on sugar should be in- 
creased to 6 cents per pound.” | 

In the meantime, during the coming season 
for buckwheats and sirup, the consumer will 
pay aS much as usual, and may congratulate 
himself iff he is lucky enough to get the pure 
article at any price._

PULLMAN RATES. 


In a report covering several thousand words 
the Interstate Commerce Commission an- 
-nounces that it finds that the rates on potatoes 
from northern Maine ¥Y‘are for the most part 
reasonable.”” This report is based on the find- 
ings of Examiner Frank E. Mullen. 

The commission also makes public the find- 
ings of Examiner C. W. Barry, who has con- 
ducted an exhaustive investigation into the 

rail rates on bituminous coal from the mines 
on the lines of the Virginian and Norfolk & 
Western, which bring fuel trom West Virginia, 


Kentucky and Virginia into the District of Co- | 


lunabia and 


adjacent territory in Maryland. 
Mr, Barry 


3 finds that these rates “are unduly 
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prejudicial in that they exceed rates contem- 
peraneously maintained from the mines on the 
Chesapeake & Ohio from comparable dis- 
tances.”’ , 


Now that the commission has officially de- | 


termined the question of the reasonableness, 
or otherwise, of the freight rates on coal and 
potatoes coming into Washington, it might, 
with benefit to people who travel on the rail- 
roads, look into the methods employed by the 
Pullman Co. in the preparation of its rate 
tables, 

The seat fare in a parlor car from Washing- 
ton to New York, distance 226 miles, is $1.88. 
The distance from New York to Boston is 
slightly greater—about 2 miles—yet the seat 
fare from Gotham to the Hub is only $1.50. 

The cost of a lower berth from Washington 
to Buffalo, distance 435 miles, is $4.50. Bal- 
timore is 40 miles nearer to Buffalo than is 
Washington, yet the rate on a lower berth is 
exactly the same. The passenger who occupies 
that lower berth from Baltimore to Buffalo re- 
mains in possession of the accommodation 10 
hours and 58 minutes. 

Rochester is 390 miles by rail from Wash- 
ington, or 5 miles nearer than Baltimore is to 
Buffalo. In saving this 5 miles of distance the 
traveler saves 75 cents in fare, if he occupies 
a lower berth, as the rate from Washington or 
Baltimore to Rochester is only $3.75. Fur- 
ther, the passenger whcse destination is Roch- 
ester, and whose starting place is Washington, 
has the privilege of occupying his ‘“‘space’’ for 
13 hours and 40 minutes, which indicates that 
neither time nor distance has any bearing upon 
the rate-fixing officials of the Pullman Co. 


USE OF NEW IDEAS. 
Modern Italy makes little effort to hide her 


light under a bushel. Not only does she broad- 


cast to the world on every opportunity what 
is being accomplished by her present-day great 
men, but she takes to herself credit for orig- 


inating many great modern inventions and 


achievemenis. Some time ago an Italian stu- 


dent proved, to the satisfaction of Italy, at 


least, that the idea cf the telephone originated 
with one of his countrymen, and that Alexander 
Graham Bell was but an imitator who suc- 


ceeded in cashing in on the idea. Later the 
world was amused with an Italian attempt to 
prove that Shakespeare was really an Italian 
who migrated to England to escape political 
punishment. Now attention has been centered 
upon Charlie Chaplin, who it is said is but an 
imitator of an obscure Italian comic named 
Ricci. 

What Italy expects to gain. through such 
claims is a mystery. One would think that 
she would be ashamed to admit that Italian 
genius could invent and originate, but lacked 
ability to utilize its own products. Suppose 
her claims were recognized. Would that add 
to her greatness, or detract one whit from the 
accomplishment of those she brands as 
imitators? 

True ability lies in being able to make use 
of new ideas. Another, antedating Sir Isaac 
Newton, may have noticed that an apple 
eventually drops from the tree to the ground 
beneath, but he did not have the genius to 
follow through the original thought to the 
statement of the law of gravitation. Back of 
every invention and every new idea lurks the 
fact that another may have originally thought 
of it. The man who develops it, however, is 
ihe real genius and to him, rightfully, goes the 
material reward. 


OFFICIAL AND UNOFFICIAL WEATHETD. 


Fuel has been added to the fire of con- 
troversy that is raging between the Weather 
Bureau and Freebooter Forecaster Brown is 
to the ability of any person to forecast 
the weather for a long period of time. The 
latest brand thrown into the verbal conflagra- 
tion comes from the Smithsonian Institution. 
It will be recalled that that great scientific 


organization has established, in a remote part 
of Africa, a station for the observation of the 
effect of the radiation of the sun’s heat upoa 
meteorological conditions. In an effort to de- 
termine the relationship of the weather condi- 
tions between the various continents a group 
of meteorologists began, in 1923, to gather 
weather records from all quarters of the globe. 
' The collection of this important data was 
under the charge of H. H. Clayton, and through 
the generosity of John A. Roebling, of New 
Jersey, the Smithsonian has just been able to 
publish the results of the labors of the group 
of scientists. They will be supplemented from 
time to time by further reports from the 387 
stations scattered in every region of the world, 
from the most northern point in Norway tv 
the South Orkney Islands below Cape Horn. 

It is generally believed that the first scientific 
weather observations were made and published 
by an officer of the Army, Albert J. Myers, 
humorouslv designated “Old Probabilities,” 
who was the first official meteorologist. But 
Myers did not appear in print much before 
1860, whereas Prof. Joseph Henry, secretary 
of the Smithsonian, was the first to organize a 
nation-wide body of systematic meteorological 
observers in 1848. For twenty years following, 
and until Congress recognized the value of the 
work, it was the Smithsonian Institution which 
furnished weather reports to the country. 

The Weather Bureau has ‘no monopoly of 
weather predictions, and now that the Smith- 
sonian has undertaken the task of ascertaining 
the relationship between atmospheric condi- 
tions in America and those in other sections of 
the world, to say nothing of the influence of 
Old Sol, Luna and the tides, the Weather 
Bureau will have plenty of competition and 
may have difficulty. in convincing the public 
that its predictions are the only genuine article 
on the market.

America at Geneva. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Hav- 
ing spent the last three months in tour- 
ing Europe, it will not be uninteresting 
to note a few of the writer’s observa- 
tions as an American who was a looker- 
on at Geneva, and who was deeply in- 
terested in whatever concerned the wel- 
fare and prestige of our Nation. It was 
hi’ good fortune to have been at Ge- 
neva during the early days of the Con- 
ference for Disarmament. 

We had the opportunity to meet and 
be introduced to both the British and 
Japanese delegates. In personnel, the 
American delegation was not only the 
equal in many respects, but in address, 
in intellectuality and in acumen was, 
in the judgment of the writer, superior 
to the British delegation. There was 
the dean of the delegation, that charm- 
ing character, Rear Admiral Hilary F. 
Jones, who, with his courtesy and keen 
introspection, easily and freely received 
whatever propositions were made, yet 
acted with the wise and firm determi- 
nation to allow no advantage to be 
taken of the American Navy or Nation. 

There were also Rear Admiral Long, 
Rear Admiral Schofield, Rear Admiral 
Rives, Capt. Smythe, Capt. Andrews, 
Capt. Hepburn and Commander Frost, 
and some others, who, with our able 
and distinguished Ambassador Gibson, 
constituted the delegation representing 
our Government, and ae delegation 
which fully justified the confidence of 
the President in their selection. 

The best mixer, the most popular 


member, and the one of our delegates | 


who impressed our American tourists 
with displaying more of the elements 
of the true diplomat, was that splendid 
young officer, Capt. Andrews, formerly 
captain of the Mayflower. the Pres- 
ident’s yacht; but displaying the same 
qualities, was that other young officer, 
Capt. N. W. Smythe. 

We civilians had understood that the 
conference had been called to consider 
the further reduction of the naval 
armaments of the three participating 
Nations, but we soon thought that we 
could divirs the purpose of Great Brit- 
ain was to increase rather than reduce 
naval armaments. It was plausible in- 
deed for Great Britain to declare that 
the lanes of her commerce needed a 
great number of small cruisers to pro- 
tect her merchant vessels in case vof 
emergency. Our representatives, recog- 
nizing the justice of Great Britain’s re- 
quest, were willing to concede her she 
right and privilege of making that tn- 
crease up to the full limit of her needs, 
but within the total tonnage prescribed, 
with the six-inch guns which she 
needed, but if England wanted that in- 
crease, the American Government 
should have the right to build as many 
cruisers as she needed with eight-inch 
guns, but within the total tonnage, the 
eight inch guns being adapted to Amer- 
ican needs just as much as the six-: 
inch guns were adapted’ to Great Brit- 
ain’s need. 

It was then, it seemed to our out- 
side observers, that England showed her 
cloven foot by stubbornly refusing to 
grant our proposition, yet demanding 
her increase. Great Britain evidently 
presumed that she could do with our 
delegates as she has done in the past hy 
her trained diplomats influencing and 


ferences. ;

YOUTH BEING HELD 
No HILL, AGGUOED 
IN MOTHER'S DEATH 


Nebraska Arrest of Suspect Is 
Reported to Officers in 
Streator, Ill. 


DOCTOR DEFENDS SON; 
HOLDS HE IS INNOCENT 


Admits, However, That Boy 
Had Forged Name of the 
Slain Woman. 


Streator, Ill., Aug. 20 (A.P.).—The 
imminent arrest of Harry Hill on a 
matricide charge was predicted by La- 
Balle County authorities today. 

There was no explanation in support 
of the prophecy, but there were many 
rumors. 

Police at Valentine, Nebr., telegraph- 
ed they were holding a 21-year-old 


youth whom they believed to be Hill. 
Streator officers wired a full descrip- 
tion of Hill. 

Miss Esther Hamkin, secretary of Dr. 
H. C. Hill, the young man’s father, 
talked with officers yesterday. It was 
understood she had been questioned 
concerning reports that the fugitive 
had communicated with his father 
within the past few days. 

Hill has been missing since last 
Tuesday, the day after the body of his 
mother, Mrs. Eliza Hill, was found 
buried in the basement of their home, 
a bullet wound in her head. 


Doctor Defends Son. 


Breaking his silence for the first 
time since the body of his estranged 
wife was found buried in the cellar of 
her home here, Dr. Hill issued a formal 
statement today in which he said that 
he was confident that his son, Harry, 
did not slay his mother. 

“Harry is my boy and 1 do not be- 
lieve he is guilty of murder,” Dr. Hill’s 
statement said. “If he is in any way 
responsible for causing his mother’s 
death, it must have been an accident. 
I am confident that when the facts be- 
come known that he will be exonerated. 
Burying the body, if he is responsible 
for that act, was the action of a panic- 
stricken youth.” 

Dr. Hill further said that “I will do 
what any father would do—stand by 
my boy and aid him in proving his in- 
nocence.”’ 


Her- Will Is Not Found. 


Although Dr. Hill admitted that the 
youth committed several forgeries in 
his mother’s name to pay off gambling 
debts here, he scouted the police the- 
ory that his son killed his mother for 
financial reasons. Neither could his 
mother’s threat to disinherit him if he 
continued his attentions to Miss Alice 
Sawyer, of Streator, have been a mo- 
tive for such an act as murder, he in- 
sisted.

Alcohol Source Hit 
By Treasury Order 


(Associated Press.) 

Steps were taken by the Treasury to 
prevent bootleggers from extracting al- 
cohol from half-strength tincture of 
iodine when orders were issued yester- 
day which, officials said, will stop man- 
ufacture of the product. 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran an- 
nounced that the sucess of chemists 
employed by bootleggers in extracting 
the alcohol made it necessary to dis- 
continue the formulae under which 
half-strength iodine was manufactured. 
This order does not interfere with the 
making of full-strength iodine. The cost 
of removing alcohol from it is so high, 
Doran said, that the bootlegger gains no 
profit from the operation.

John Early’s Eloquent En- 
treaty Ended, He Returns 
to U. S. Institution. 


BROTHER GOES WITH HIM 


Tryon, N. C., Aug. 20 (A.P.)—A 
weary, aging man stood among the 
hills he loved yesterday and pleaded in 
vain with those who had come to take 
him away. He was John Early, leper, 
asking that he be let alone and allowed 
to stay his few remaining years in the 
mountains which nurtured him in his 
youth. And nine Federal and county 
officers, who had come to get him to 


return to the leprosarium in Louisiana, | 


were held well nigh speechless for 
nearly an hour by the power of his ap- 
peal. 

Today Early was speeding southward 
on a train while Tryon breathed easier, 
and his kin were laying plans to appeal 
to the court and health service to let 
them make bond to keep him near 
them, but away from society. But 
standing coatless yesterday under a 
bright afternoon sun, which brought 
the perspiration to his brow, at the 
very summit of one of the cliffs which 
had given him strength to resist the 
inroads of a dread disease for a score 
of years, the Spanish War veteran 
swept his finger eloquently across the 
broad expanse of the fertile valley be- 
low him. 

“They don’t have hills like these 
down in Louisiana,’ he said. “They 
don’t have this life-giving air and the 
whisper of birds in the tall trees. 
There’s nothing much but rows of level 
homes and the river. 

“I don’t want to go back there any 
more,” and he shook his finger at the 
Officers. “Haven’t they kept me coop- 
ed up long enough? For nineteen years 
they have carried me back whenever I 
ran away. I only want to be left alone, 
and I won’t harm anybody. 

“They’ve tried to take my liberty 
away and they’ve done it. But they 
can’t take my pension. Back in the 
days of the war with Spain I warned 
them of that and the courts have told 
them so.” 

He had been hiding back of the home 
of his brother, Matt, when United 
States Marshal Brownlow Jackson and 
his men came with Dr. C. C. Barantine 
and J. E, Wintz, of the United States 
Public Health Service. The latter two 
brought him out and tried to persuade 
him to return with them. Early is well 
read. In a thunderous voice which car- 
ried far down the hill he pleaded. In 
a grimly stubborn way he told them he 
would rather die than leave his beloved 
home. 

But the government had decreed he 
was an outcast and those who had 
come for him had their orders. They 
told him so and finally he gave in a 
bit. 

“Tll go if my brother Matt will go 
back down there with me,” he told 
them. And Matt would go if they 
would pay his way. The health agents 
agreed. John and Matt went into their 
homes and came out newly clothed. 
They got into the waiting automobile 


'and, seated side by side, drove down 


the winding road which led South.

Second Locomotive and Ten 
Coaches Narrowly Escape 
Similar Fate. 


CAR HELD SUSPENDED 
AT BRINK OF THE HILL 


Both Victims Pinned Under 
Wreckage; Speen on 
Curve Blamed. 


Pittsburgh, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—Fate 
and luck were passengers on the Broad- 
way Limited, crack Pennsylvania flier, 
as it sped through the central Pennsyl- 
vania mountain region early today. 
Fate gained the upper hand near the 
Gallitzin tunnel, just outside Altoona 
when on a sharp curve, one of the 
giant locomotives hauling tHe club car 
and nine Pullmans, plunged from the 
rails and crashed to the foot of a 200 
foot hill, a twisted mass of steel encas- 
ing the crushed bodies of two engine- 
men, Then luck intervened, and to- 
night as passengers recounted their 
escape from death and injury, gd 
agreed “we were lucky.” 

A blanket of fog shrouded Ben- 
nington curve as the train, pride 
of the Pennsylvania, sped to- 
ward New York. As_ the lead 
locomotive came to the right bend in 
the rails, it Jumped the tracks and 
plunged down the hill. The second 
engine bumped to a halt against an 
embankment. 

The club car followed the first loco- 
motive, breaking away from a Pullman, 
which shot out into space half its 
length to hang suspended over the 
brink. The automatic coupler and pin 
on the rear of this Pullman held fast 
and the big steel car with its cargo of 
human life remained balanced on the 
hilltop. i 

Passengers Are Calm. 


There was little confusion. Passen- 
gers, many clad only in night clothing, 
made their way out safely. L. L. Seer, 
of Amarillo, Tex., crawled from his 
berth in the tilted Pullman and, glanc- 
ing from a window, found the car was 
on the very edge of the hill. “I could 
look right down and see the wrecked 
locomotive at the foot of the ravine,” 
he said. “I don’t understand how all 
the passengers escaped injury. 

Passengers in the rear Pullmans soon 
rushed to the brink of the hill, drawn 
by the screams of an engineman pinned 
in the wrecked locomotive. Led by 8. 
Seith, a passenger, of Racine, Wis., a 
rescue party descended the hill. With 
borrowed lanterns and the light cast by 
the wrecked locomotive’s fire, which 
had been spilled on the hillside, the 
party went into the ravine and pulled 
R. C. Spangler, the fireman, from the 
wreckage. 

“In order to get him to the top of 
the bank it was necessary to stretch 
ropes similar to the way they are used 
by mountain climbers,” said Seith. “Our 
work was futile, for Spangler died a 
short time after we got him out.” 


Speed on Curve Blamed. 


While railroad officials .sought to 
learn the cause of the wreck passengers 
hazarded a guess. Some believed high 
speed on a curve caused the locomotive 
to jump, while others believed a sud- 
den application of the brakes was re- 
sponsible. 

In addition to Spangler, the engineer, 
C. L. Garrett, was killed. Two other 
trainmen, removed to an Altoona hos- 
pital, were reported in a serious condl- 
tion, 

Within 100 miles of the Gallitzin 
wreck the west-bound Broadway Limit- 
ed met with mishap during the early 
morning hours. The lead locomotive 
was crippled when the train crashed 
into a door which had dropped from 
a freight car. No one was hurt. 


487,000 BONUS LOANS 
REPORTED BY BANKS 


225,000 Made by Bureau, En- 


tire Total Footing Up 
$67,000,000. 


The banks of the country have made 
487,000 loans, amounting to nearly 
$46,000,000 on adjusted compensation 
certificates of veterans, Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, director of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, said yesterday. In addi- 
tion, the bureau, which commenced 
making loans April 1, has made over 
225,000 loans, totaling nearly $21,- 
000,000. 

Shortly after July 1 banks began 
sending ih unredeemed notes for re- 
demption by the bureau, as provided 
by law, and to date the bureau has 
paid 51,638 such notes, aggregating 
$5,157,577. In addition to the original 
loans reported by the banks, the 
bureau has received records of 4,286 
renewals of notes by banks, amount- 
ing to $395,712. However, the director 
explained that all banks do not report 
these renewals as such, merely record- 
ing them as new loans, so it is not 
possible to determine accurately just 
how many notes have been renewed 
by the banks. 

Veterans who have not as yet applied 
for their adjusted compensation, 
bonus, have until January 1, 1928, 
to do so, but the certificates have no 
loan value until two years from date 
of issue, the loan value increasing with 
each subsequent year

With this I should serve a salad 
of string beans and potatoes, set in 
lettuce leaves. I1 prefer a mayonnaise 
dressing. Most people put so much 
finegar in a French dressing that it 
s uneatable. I should have a compote 
of stewed fruits, several different fruits 


, together, and some simple cake to fol- 
If it were my lunch I should have 
soup to begin with, and black coffee* 
(demi tasse) to end with. But cold 


tea or cold coffee are good as summer 
beverages, and not everybody shares 
my passion for cold soup. 

For another luncheon I _ suggest 
melon, first! (I hate them myself, but 
I know they are liked by many people) 
then cold salmon; a salad of lettuce 
and tomatoes, or a rice salad, the rice 
carefully cooled till each grain is separ- 
ate, then cooled in a mold and served | 
with mayonnaise dressing on lettuce} 
leaves; then baked custard.

NEW method in the decoration of 
A lamps and small table accesso- 

ries is the use of appliqued pa- 
per.

OSSIBLY Mr. I. K. Pond started 
something when he celebrated his 
seventieth birthday by walking on 

his hands, standing on his head and 
tying his legs and body into assorted 
knots. 

It will be remembered that when I. 
K. Pond was a student at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan he alarmed the popu- 
lace by standing on his head on the 
top of a college tower and by other 
circus stunts. He recently announced 
that two years from now, when he will 
be 72 years of age, he intends enter- 
taining the remnants of his class by 
various undisclosed acrobatic stunts, 
some especially devised for the sober, 
stiffened gentlemen of the class of 
1879. As he walks along the street he 
has the appearance of being able to 
keep that promise. He has nothing of 
the “sere and yellow leaf” about him. 
He might be living on borrowed time, 
but he does not look the part. 


These performances of I. K. Pond 
raise the question: How much has sup- 
pleness to do with longevity and physi- 
cal vigor? Conversely, how much of an 
indicator of senility is stiffened joints? 
As people grow older they lose in sup- 
pleness. That is almost the universal 
rule. A baby can put his toe in his 
mouth. Old people bend the body and 
the legs through only a narrow radius. 
Their joints creak and grate. 

We say that these joint changes re- 
sult from very mild, long-continued in- 
flammations and are the result of some 
kind of infection. But in order to 
make that stick we must interpret the 
word “inflammation” in a way that 
takes it out of the class that we com- 
monly think of as inflammations. We 
must bring it to mean something not 
far from the ordinary processes of tissue 
change. 

Again, we must interpret “some kind 
of infection” as meaning that bac- 
teria can be very mild, and what they 
do when so mild is not far different 
from ordinary wear and tear. If we 
accept the view that bacteria can be 
so mild and that some part of the 
loss of suppleness as years go on is the 
result of such bacterial action, we 
have not gotten away from the possi- 
bility that ‘some of it is the result of 
the experiences of life other than in- 
fections. 

Carrel has succeeded in keeping tis- 
sues of a chicken alive in a test tube 
for many years—far longer than any 
chicken ever lived. The keynotes of 
his success were: A proper food supply, 
prompt removal of waste and protec- 
tion against bacteria. When these 
three requirements are met there seems 
to be no such thing as death, or even 
age. The processes of life and health 
and tissue vigor go on automatically 
and seemingly forever. If we could 
meet these three fundamental require- 
ments we might live forever, as does 
this chicken tissue. 

We know of no better way of judg- 


ing age than by stiffness of joints, 


assuming outright rheumatism does not 
figure in ‘the question. Where sup- 
pléness is retained, the probability is 
that waste is being eliminated prompt-

ly and efficiently. Some hold faulty 
elimination to be the common cause 
of stiff joints. If the joints are supple 
in middle lif? it is probable there is no 
mild, continuing opacterial infection, 
absorbing somewhere in the body and 
locating on the articular surfaces of 
the bones. 

Let us hope that I. K. Pond will live 
at least 30 more years and by so doing 
establish a new cult and maybe popu- 
larize a scientific principle.

The opinion of American officials on 
suppressing law violations along the 
international boundary was obtained 
yesterday by the Royal Canadian Com- 
mission on Customs at a conference 
with representatives of the State, 
Treasury and Justice Departments.

New York, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—An ad- 
vance of more than $5 a bale from Sat- 
urday’s quotations stirred the cotton 
market today, on prospects for further 
showers in the South, very unfavorable 
private crop advices and expectations 
that the Government report on boll 
weevil activities tomorrow would make 
a bullish impression on sentiment.

The opening was barely steady at a 
decline of 2 to 14 points under realizing 
and local selling imspired by rather a 
more favorable view of over-Sunday 
weather reports and relatively easy 
Liverpool cables. There appeared to be 
considerable cotton for sale and prices 
showed net losses of 16 to 19 points in 
early trading, October declining to 22.15 

and March to 22.57. 

Offerings were absorbed on a scale 
down to these figures, however, and the 
market turned sharply upward on the 
outlook for further showers in the 
South, the very bullish average of crop 
advices generally, and expectations that 
the Government report on boil weevil 
and other insect activities tomorrow 
would tend to confirm recent private 
reports of damage. 

emand became more active as prices 
worked upward and stop-orders were 
uncovered, on the advance which car- 
ried October contracts up to 23.40 and 
March to 23.84, or 125 to 1387 points 
above the low levels of the morning, 
and 105 to 109 points above Saturday’s 
closing quotations.

CONFLICT IN STATEMENTS SANITARY FIRM BUYS 


Judge Advocate Says Identity 
Established on Stand by | 
Numerals Seen.

A verdict is expected 
this morning in the case 
Thomas B. Williamson, young Navy 
aviator. who is accused of flying low 
and doing stunts over a populous sec- 
tion of Washington. 

The court-martial, which was con- 
vened Friday in the Washington Navy 
Yard, was adjourned yesterday after- 
noon following final arguments by the 
prosecution and the defense. Com- 
mander Leo Welch, president of the 
court. announced that the court would 
meet behind closed doors at 9 o'clock 
this morning to consider a verdict. 

The court-martial of Lieut. William- 
son grew out of an incident that oc- 
curred on the afternoon of July 24 
last. Tenants in ‘the Argonne apart- 
ment house and occupants of houses 
nearby complained to the police that 
a reckless aviator had flown over the 
neighborhood, swooping as low as 150 
feet above the ground, and had per- 
formed scveral stunts, thus endanger- 
ing those below.

The police and the aeronautics sé€c- 
tion of the Department of Commerce 
endeavored for a week to establish the 
identity of the flier. Finally, the 
Navy Department announced § that 
Lieut. Williamson had sent in a lIctter 
saying that he had flown over the 
Northwest section of the city on that 
particular afternoon, on his way to 
Hampton Roads. He did not admit, 
however, that he had flown low or per-

formed acrobatics. Nevertheless, he 
was charged with both offenses, and | 
his court-martial followed. 

From the testimony of defense wit- 
nesses, it would seem that there were | 
two airplanes in the air that particular 
afternoon, Lieut. Williamson's plane | 
and a commercial plane. 

Capt. H. N. Potter, judge advocate, | 


insisted in his summing up argument | 


yesterday that the prosecution wit- 

nesses had identified Lieut. William- 

son's plane as the one that was flying 

low. Identity was established, he said, 

by linking the testimony of various 

witnesses. 
Testify to Markings. 

He recalled that the identification 
mark on Lieut. Williamson’s plane was 
“5-F-14." He recalled further that 
one witness had seen the letter “F” on 
the low-flying plane, while others testi- 
fied to seeing the numerals “5,” “1,” 
"a, «or “16.” 

Capt. Field Harris, counsel for Lieut. 
Williamson, was just as insistent that 
the accused officer had not been identi- 
fied. He reminded the court of the 
testimony given by a defense witness 
that he had seen a commercial plane 
in the air that afternoon, bearing the 
numbers “74.” This testimony had not 
been rebutted, he declared. 

Thomas Williamson, a civilian at- 
torney, and father of Lieut. Williamson, 
closed the defense argument. He 
echoed Capt. Harris’ remarks about the 
failure of the prosecution to definitely 
identify Lieut. Williamson’s plane as 
the offending one, and reminded the 
court that one of the prosecution’s 
witnesses had testified to seeing two 
planes in the air at the same time. 

Whether or not Lieut. Williamson is 
found guilty, according to aviation ex- 
perts, his trial will do much to dis- 
courage reckless flying. If he is found 
guilty, it is believed that he would lose 
a few numbers on the promotion list.

‘Hesse Bans Ticket “Holdup” 
For Police-Fire Ball Game | 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, yesterday made a public 
plea for liberal support of the relief 
funds of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments by purchase of tickets for the 
baseball game between teams of the 
two departments, abor Day at Griffith 
Stadium, and at the same time cau- 
tioned policemen in selling tickets to 
avoid appearance of any solicitation 
that might be construed to have the 
appearance of a “holdup.” 

At a meetinNg of the committee in 
charge of arrangements for. the game 
and the Fire Department parade to 
precede it, Maj. Hesse said: 

“It is up to every man to sell tickets 
whether or not he be a member of the 
relief association, because it is for the 
benefit of a worthy cause—relief of 
widows and orphans of members of the 
two departments. 

“Sell all the tickets you can, but do 
not ask any one to buy who may feel 
that by so doing he is conferring a 
favor upon the Police Department or is 
purchasing immunity from arrest. Do 
not solicit support from persons whose 
business requires licenses which have 
to be passed upon by this department.” 

He then added a statement about 
the Police Relief Association, which 
will be a beneficiary of the game, as 
follows: 

“It is a cooperative benefit organiza- 
tion conducted by members of the de- 
partment and should enlist the per- 
sonal interest of every member of the 
department. Its purpose is to give 
immediate financial relief to widows 
and orphans of policemen who dice 
either from natural causes or from ac- 
cident while in active service or after 
retirement. 

“The association is not experimental. 
It is one of the oldest organizations of 
its kind in the United States. It was 
organized by a committee representing 
members of the Police Department No- 
vember 16, 1869, almost 58 years ago. 

“It has always paid its obligations, 
no member of the department ever 
having lost a dollar in the association 
and every benefit payment has been 
made, 

“There are no paid officers. From 
the first there thas been no overhead 
expense for. office maintenance or sal- 
aries. Such: an organization is neces- 
sary because Many men fail to accumu- 
late much money and without a relief 
association it would be necessary on 


the occasion of many  policemen’s 
deaths, for members to go down in 
their pockets for contributions to save 
patrolmen’s loved ones from destitu- 
tion. 

“The relief fund is for the purpose 
of meeting debts of a deceased police- 
man immediately and is not to be con- 
fused with the official Police Depart- 
ment pension fund which provides 
monthly payments for a dead police- 
man’s family.”

Riverdale Child Hurled 200

OFFICIALS START INQUIRY 


A wire fence, reminder 
of Prof. Talbert Thompson, killed by a 
train near the grade crossing at River- 
dale, Md., almost two years ago, yes- 
terday prevented the possible rescue of 
10-year-old James Holmes Carmichael, 
son of Prof. B. E. Carmichael, of the 
University of Maryland, from a similar 
fate. 

The boy was struck and huried 200 
feet by a fast express train only a few 
feet from the point where Prof. Thomp- 
son was killed. He died instantly. An 
investigation into his death was im- 
mediately begun by officials of the 
town of Riverdale. 

An inquest into the boy’s death, 
scheduled for last night, was postponed 
until this morning. The train crew, 
Engineer A. Mullinix and 
E. T. Richards, were forced to go to 
Cumberland with 
the accident and were unable to reach 


last night. 

T. E. Arnold, foreman of a gang re- 
pairing the tracks near the grade 
crossing, saw the boy walking across 
the tracks unaware of the approach ot 
the train. Dropping his tools he ran 
with all of his speed to snatch the 
child from between the rails. 

When only a few feet from the boy 
he ran into the fence and was hurled 
to the ground. The train struck the 
Carmichael child a few second later. 
The train continued on for approxi- 
mately 300 feet before the engineer, A. 
Mullinix, could bring it to a stop. 

The fence separating the north and 
south bound tracks was erected a few 
days after Prof. Thompson’s death. Prof. 
Thompson walked from behindya south- 
bound train into the path of a north- 
bound express. 

The Carmichael boy had gone to the 
postoffice near the grade crossing and 
stopped to talk with B. A. Selby, ticket 
agent in the B. & O. ticket office. Selby 
told him that he was busy, and the 
boy left saying that he would return 
later. 

He walked out of the door of the 


tracks. Selby saw the train approach- 
ing 200 fect up the tracks and yelled 
to the boy. The noise made by a com- 


, pressed air hammer being used by work- 
men 


drowned out his voice and the 
warning bell ringing at the crossing. 

The accident occurred two blocks 
Mrs. Carmichael, 
who heard the locomotive whistle as it 
approached the crossing, was overcome 
by the shock when she was told of her 
son’s death.
